V. Claims 36-37, drawn to mobile circuitry having receive unit, memory unit, 
measurement unit, and calculator unit, classified in class 455, subclass 550.1. 

VI. Claims 38-41, drawn to method for supplying signal pattern, classified in class 
455, subclass 456.1. 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV, V, and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as mobile 
station determines its own location, invention II has separate utility such as base station 
determines location for mobile station, invention III has separate utility such as base station can 
be used in other mobile communications, not necessarily the system in the present application.
